Cowbridge Post 
Office closes 


THE Post Office in 
Cowbridge shut its 
doors for the last 
(time after 

business on 

Saturday 
(September 16). 

The Post Office and the 
Post Master have been in 
discussion with regard to 
the recent pattern of 
irregular opening hours, 
in a bid to defer the date 
of temporary closure 
wh il e progress was made 
with the application from 
a potential new operator. 

This proved not 
possible, and a final 
closure date for the 
branch was decided. It 
has been confirmed that 
an official application has 
been received from the 
Post Office from a 
potential new operator, 
which is being processed 
by the relevant Post 
Office teams. 

The Post Office stated 
that [they] “would like to 
apologise for any 
inconvenience caused to 
customers from the 
temporary closure of the 
branch. We understand 
the urgency of restoring 
services to our customers 
in Cowbridge at the 
earliest opportunity and, 
as a result, we will do all 
we can to fast-track the 
application.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said: “I’m very 

disappointed that it has 
not been possible for the 
current branch to remain 
open while the 
apphcation for the new 
operator is being 
assessed. It is crucial for 
Cowbridge business 
owners, as well as 
residents, that they have a 
postal service wit hi n the 
town, and I will do all that 
I can to ensure that this 
period without a branch is 
kept as short as possible. 

“While proposals to 
relocate a branch would 
normally require a formal 
consultation with 

customers, I fear that this 
would slow down the 
process thus causing 
further inconvenience. 

“I will, therefore, be 
requesting that, on this 
occasion, the enquiry be 
undertaken at the same 
time as making 
preparation for the 
opening of the new 
branch or service.” 

Post Office branches in 
the area are being advised 


of the temporary closure 
and the team at the main 
branch in Bridgend has 
been advised to prepare 
for additional customers. 

However, as The GEM 
was going to press, news 
was received of changes 
in the management team 
of Boverton Post Office. 
Boverton Post Office will 
be undergoing 

improvement work to 
m^e the branch “more 
modern and convenient 
for customers.” 

Post Master Vasantha 
Vithiyathran and her 
family, moved to Wales 
from London, in order to 
take over the branch, 
which employs nine 
members of staff. 

The work in November 
will result in longer 
opening hours and an 
open plan-style service 
point. 

The Vale MP 


commented: “I am 

delighted that Boverton’s 
Post Office branch will be 
undergoing 
improvements. It was a 
pleasure to meet with 
Vasantha and hear of the 
work she has undertaken 
to improve the branch 
since she took over in 
May. 

“A reliable postal 
service is vital for local 
businesses, as well as 
residents, and I, therefore, 
have every confidence 
that these further changes 
will be welcomed by the 
regular customers of the 
branch.”

1 WOULD like to 
present my 
opinion as 
regards how to 
improve the method 
of financing 
services for autistic 
people in Wales. 

There is more 
awareness of autism in 
this age and there is 
significant attention 
being given towards the 
condition, thankfully. 

I would like to 
inform you that there is 
a proposed plan by the 
Welsh Government to 
give a sum of £13 
million to finance a new 
body. 

The new body, called 
the National Integrated 
Autism Service, will 
focus mainly on giving a 
diagnosis to individual 
people. But this isn’t 
ideal and could be better. 

As an individual 
living with the 
condition, I can explain 
how to make better use 
of the Assembly’s 
money. I live near 
Cardiff, where I receive 
help from a charity 
called Autism Spectrum 
Connections Cymru. 

The purpose of the 
charity is to support and 
advise adults with 
autism; without it, the 
people living with the 
condition would have 
great difficulty 
managing everyday 
problems. 

The charity provides 
an invaluable service in 
south-east Wales. 
Personally, I am 
completely dependent on 
the provision, and as a 


result, I beg the 
Assembly to finance the 
charity, which currently 
depends on funding from 
the Lottery and 
donations. 

Populated areas of 
Wales should have 
access to similar 
provision, in my 
opinion. How many 
people in Wales would 
benefit from this 
resource? This is the 
essence of my letter to 
the editor. 

As well as financing 
the official body that 
gives diagnosis, it is 
important to finance 
what happens, post¬ 
diagnosis. 

Both are equally 
important. Without the 
two, it is as if a doctor 
tells you that you have 
cancer, but there is no 
money available for the 
required treatment. 

I believe that the 
£13million earmarked 
for autism should be 
used for every aspect of 
autism provision in 
Wales - for diagnosis 
and post-diagnosis. 

At the moment, there 
is a consultation on the 
autism bill at the 
Assembly. I urge 
everyone reading this 
letter to respond, 
mentioning the 
importance of financing 
the provision for autism 
in the third sector in 
Wales.

I N his state of the union address, the 
European Commission president, 
Jean-Claude Juncker, let the genie 
out of the bottle with his vision for the 
development of the EU. 

It will see the creation of a European super-state, 
a European army, a European finance ministry, 
centralised decision-making - which includes 
majority voting determining tax and foreign policy, 
all members being part of a monetary union, and all 
activity overseen by an all-powerful president. 

In the build-up to the referendum, the Remain 
lobby denied such visions even existed, now we 
know not only that they do, but that it is only a 
matter of time before they become reality. 

I wonder how many who voted to remain now 
see a different picture - with the route map for EU 
development clearly set out by the president. 

A warning of this probability was given by the 
then Labour Party leader Hugh Gaitskill in 1964 
when he advised against the UK being involved in 
European reintegration, as he was firmly of the 
view that it would lead to a European super state. 

When the UK voted in 1975 for closer links with 
what became the EU, it was solely on the basis of a 
trade agreement. Since then, PMs, with the notable 
exception of Margaret Thatcher, have willingly 
bowed to demands for the UK to hand over to 
Brussels authority for issues that should have 
remained firmly the responsibility of the UK 
Government. 

All this has been done with little or no 
parliamentary debate and certainly no attempt to 
obtain the authority of the electorate.

T he 1,000 

Cowbridge 
signatories to 
a petition, all those 
years ago, to ‘Save 
Darren Farm’ have 
seen their hopes 
dashed as the 
Taylor Wimpey 
flags fly over the 
landscape. 

However, while 
Darren Farm is lost, 
much work remains to 
be done to mitigate the 
negative impact that the 
addition of potentially 
1,000 extra inhabitants 
and 500 extra cars will 
have on Cowbridge and 
its residents. 

Objections to the 
above-mentioned Taylor 
Wimpey application on 
the following grounds. 

• No mention of the 
promised footpath, road 
crossing or bus stop for 
the new residents of 
Darren Farm. 

• No provision for 
improving the Cross Inn 
junction to safely cope 
with a significant 
increase of traffic flow. 

• Worries about the 
speed and volume of 
traffic on the ‘rat run’ 
through Llanblethian, 
which is bad enough 
without additional 
drivers. 

• Changes to the 
previously promised 
layout of houses and 


school on the site. 

• Broken promises 
that the design and 
exterior finishes of the 
houses will be consistent 
with Cowbridge’s built 
character, eg nearly 50 
per cent red brick and 
red roofed units are 
proposed. 

• Lack of detail of 
plans for drainage, 
potentially putting 
Westgate residents at 
risk of flooding. 

• Lack of disclosure 
of results of recent 
archaeological survey 
report. 

• No mention of the 
desperate need for 
improved parking in 
Cowbridge. 

• Insufficient protec¬ 
tion for the unique and 
peaceful setting of our 
11th century grade 2 
listed church at 
Llanfrynach.

Former resident tells of day his 
house was hit hy llOmph Irma 



in Florida ^ ^bat was blown onto a fence by Irma. 


A FORMER Vale resident 
who now lives in Florida, 
experienced the wrath of 
Hurricane Irma - and 
considers himself fortunate to 
have avoided the full fury of 
the storm. 

David Evans, a former resident of 
Welsh St Donats, who still has family 
scattered throughout the Vale, moved 
to Florida 10 years ago when he 
bought a security business. He now 
lives in Cape Coral with his wife Jill, 
and two sons, Lewis and Harvey, 

David said the arrival of Irma was 
an unforgettable experience, bringing 
winds of over lOOmph. 

He told The GEM: “The media 
built Irma up to be the most ferocious 
beast ever to make landfall, but we 
wondered whether it would it be the 
west coast or east coast that got it in 
the throat. 

“As it was, it was here, in south¬ 
west Elorida, and it did make a mess, 
but nowhere near the expected 
devastation they kept talking about. 

“The state of Rorida dodged a fast- 
moving bullet, but received a nasty 
flesh wound. 

“We were hit by winds above 
llOmph for about three to four hours, 
but previous hurricane disasters had 
prepared Elorida for Irma’s foul 
weather. 

“New building regulations, after 
hurricanes, such as Andrew, Charlie, 
and Wilma, ensured that buildings 
withstand the violence of such storms. 

“Marco Island, where mainland 
landfall took place, about 50 miles 
south of us, didn’t sustain huge 
structural damage, but was affected by 


storm surge, when the sea is forced 
inland causing flooding. Irma was still 
full on at that point. 

“Prefab homes suffered, as did 
trailer homes. Our hearts go out to 
those people, but with shelters set up 
there was somewhere for residents to 

go. 

“Others got out of the state, but 
most stayed, and hunkered down.” 

Hurricane Irma became a ‘category 
4’ storm as it crossed the sea between 
Cuba and Elorida, although at one 
stage is was a ‘category 5’ and 
devastated Barbuda, Saint Barthelemy, 
Saint Martin, Anguilla and the Virgin 
Islands. 

The fears of a storm surge and 
rising waters prompted David and the 
family to move valuables upstairs as a 


are designed 

to withstand at least a ‘category 3’ 
hurricane, and thankfully, our house 
did just that. 

“We lost screening from our pool 
cage, and a tree uprooted due to heavy 
rains two weeks earlier ended up 
resting on our fence, but it caused 
little damage. 

“Had the ‘eye wall’ not been 
around 20 miles to the east, the 
damage would have been a lot greater, 
because the winds would have been 


stronger, and we would have been 
open to tornadoes. 

“Thankfully, that didn’t happen, but 
friends of ours in the area worst hit 
still have no electricity and are still 
under water, too.” 

David stressed that for some people 
it was a devastating event with many 
hundreds of thousands of people 
affected, but it wasn’t “the 
Armageddon” some had predicted.

“But the speed limit on the road is 
60 miles per hour, with no pavement, 
and it discourages locals to walk, or 
even go to the Golden Mile. 

“As a parent and a villager, sadly I 
would rather drive than walk - 
because at the moment this is the 
safest option.”

A BARRY woman is 
shaving off her hair for 
Cancer Research UK, 
in memory of her 
brother and a close 
friend who both died 
recently. 

Pamela Dungey (53), who 
is confined to a wheelchair, 
decided that having her long 
locks cut off ,was an ideal way to pay 
tribute to John Dungey and Sam 
Gould, who both had cancer and faced 
death with courage and dignity. 

She told The GEM: “On Tuesday, 
October 3, I am going to be shaving 
my hair off to raise money for Cancer 
Research UK. 

“The reason I am doing this is that 
just over three months ago, I lost two 
incredibly important people in my life, 
and they were both taken by cancer. 

“The first was a wonderful young 
man by the name of Samuel Gould. 
Sam was 33, and married with three 
little girls all under five years of age. 

“He was an incredible young man. 
He was incredibly kind, funny, and 
always thought of others before 
himself.” 

Pamela said Sam, who had lived in 
Penarth and then Caerphilly, was a life- 
enhancer. 

“He loved people and even went 
into politics to be able to help those in 
need in his local constituency. 

“He was diagnosed with bowel 
cancer, but by the time he had 
symptoms it was already too late. Just 
eight weeks later, he passed away. 

“We were all stunned, but he faced 
his illness with the most incredible 
bravery and even made a film to be 
played at his funeral. 

“Sam campaigned furiously about 
bowel cancer in younger people and 
was even on the BBC news. 

“His loss has been devastating to his 
family, but before he passed away, I 
promised Sam that I would do 
something to raise money for Cancer 
Research UK.” 

Tragically, while Sam was fighting 
his battle, Pamela’s much-loved 
brother John Dungey, from Barry, was 
also fighting for his life. 

She explained: “John had a brain 
tumour and knew from the early days 
of his illness that it was terminal . 

“John was 50 years of age, and a 
local businessman. He owned C and H 
Plumbing Supplies, but our John was 
also a volunteer crew member of Barry 
RNLI. 

“He would go out in all winds and 
weathers to try to save the lives of 
people who were in difficulty at sea. 

“We couldn’t save John. He faced 
his own end with incredible bravery 
and courage. 

“He was a true gentleman, and 
always wanted to help others if he 
could, but he was taken from us just 
one week after we lost Sam. 

“John loved the sea, and he was 
never happier than when he was, as he 
called it, ‘wave bashing’. The larger 
the waves, the more he loved it. But 
John did this because he loved people 
too, and always put others before 
himself. 

“He put his own life on the line to 
save the lives of others. 

“John loved living in Barry, and he 
loved the people of Barry. He had a 
very, very happy family life, with his 
wife Emma and his three children, his 
whole family, and particularly our 


mum, Rosemary. 

“She was left devastated, losing her 
only beloved son.” 

His ashes, and handfuls of red petals 
provided by Rosemary, were scattered 
by Barry IWLI on the waters off the 
Knap at high tide. 

Pamela says the family will never 
get over the loss of John, but her 
fundraiser is an attempt to pay tribute 
to the two men. 

“I knew that I had to do something 
to help in some way. My promise to 
Sam still stands, and I also wanted to 
honour my brother John, but I am 
disabled and in a wheelchair, so my 
choices for fundraising were limited. 

“I couldn’t run a marathon, or 
bungee jump off a bridge, so I came up 
with the idea of ‘Braving the Shave’. 

“I’ve decided that the time was now 
right to make good on my promise and 
raise money and awareness for Cancer 
Research UK. 

“Research is the only way that in the 
future young men like Sam and John 
might be cured of a terrible disease that 
affects people of any age, race or 
religion. 

“It shows no mercy to those who 
suffer and to those who are left 
behind.” 

Pamela has a good head of hair, but 
will take it to the wood. 

“I am going to have it all shaved off 
and I have set up a ‘JustGiving’ page 
for those who would like to make a 
donation to support me in this. 

“I set myself a goal of raising 
£1,000 and to date, I am two thirds of 
the way there. 

“A local lady, Nicola Murphy, has 
offered her services to shave my head. 
My hair is long and all of it will be 
donated to The Little Princess Trust, 
which makes wigs for children who 
have lost their hair through 
chemotherapy. 

“I cut my hair short many years ago 
and donated it to the same charity, but 
this time I am going the whole hog, 
and shaving the lot off.” 

But despite the anguish she feels, 
and the prospect of being bald for a 
while, Pamela can see the funny side of 
life. 

“I know I am going to look very odd 
for a while. After all, it’s not often you 
see a rather large lady, in a wheelchair, 
with a bald head, whizzing around the 
streets of Barry. 

“I know that what I raise will be a 
mere drop in the ocean, but it might, 
just might, help somebody in the future 
to live. 

“To know that I am doing this for 
two incredible men, who have both 
touched my life and all of the lives 
around them, is a true honour.” 

She added: “Every penny counts, so 
please give if you can, and if you see a 
large bald woman in a wheelchair 
whizzing around Barry town, then give 
her a hug. It is going to be a cold 
winter ahead and she may need your 
warmth!”

“They perform the 
surgeries for a much- 
reduced rate of $300 TT, 
which is approximately 
£34. 

“4 PAWS raises 
money by holding 


regular book sales and 
bric-a-brac sales in 
Tobago and by staging 
events such as dinner 
dances and tea parties.” 

Diane said thatthe 
group has “fixed” 54 
animals and aims to raise 
that number to 100 by the 
end of the year. 

“We have a comm¬ 
ittee and 20 outreach co¬ 
ordinators on the island 
and all of us volunteer 
our services and time 
free.”

appreciation group, better 
known as the Tuesday 
Tipplers {It), visited the 
Three Choirs (3c) 
Vineyard in Newent in 
Gloucestershire. 

The group was fortunate to 
have good weather for the visit 
which included a wine tasting, a 
guided tour of the winery and 
lunch in the restaurant. 

The vineyard was founded in 
1973 with the first vintage 
produced in 1976. Vines flourish 
in this area which enjoys its own 
microclimate, generally two or 
three degrees higher than the 
surrounding countryside. Now in 
its fourth decade, it has grown to 
cover 70 acres. 

Its name comes from the Three 
Choirs Choral Festival of

Gloucester, Hereford and 
Worcester cathedrals. 

In 1990, a modern winery was 
opened. Not only does it produce 
all of the wine from its own 
vineyard but also makes wine for 
many other vineyards too - 
including some local ones. White 
wine accounts for most of the 
production, but the winery also 
makes sparkling, rose and red 
wines. 

All of the vines were bearing 
fruit; in fact, the harvest had 
begun on the previous day and 
was well in progress during the 
visit. 

Altogether, the group tasted 
four wines. The first was a very 
refreshing sparkling wine made in 
the traditional style. This was 
followed by a rich, aromatic, 
dryish wine from the Siegerrebe 
grape (apparently it’s German, 
first produced in 1929 by crossing 
two other varieties). 

The third was another white 


wine, this time medium sweet. If it 
conjured up memories of the 
German wines that many drank in 
the 70s, they would be wide of the 
mark - this wine was fruity with 
tastes of citrus and honey. 

The last wine, served in the 
restaurant just before lunch, was 
red. Red wines are notoriously 
difficult to produce in this country 
but this one was pleasant, light 
and fruity with blackberry and 
cherry notes and a hint of oak 
from barrel-ageing. 

The group learned much about 
the history of the vineyard, 
modem approaches to the growing 
and harvesting of grapes and 
current methods of large-scale 
wine production. They also 
enjoyed the tasting experiences of 
both food and wine. 

New members are welcome, 
and the group meets on the second 
Tuesday of the month at 7.30pm in 
the Maendy Room of Cowbridge 
United Free Church.

A climb led them to Castle Neroche for a well-earned break - 
before continuing through Staple and Britty Common to finish 
their 14-mile tramp.

‘Barnett Formula 
stays unchanged 
after DUP deal’ 


THERE will be no 
extra money 
coming to Wales as 
a result of the 
support deal the 
Government has 
struck with the 
Democratic 
Unionist Party in 
Northern Ireland, 
says Alun Cairns. 

The Welsh Secretary 
and Vale of Glamorgan 
MP says the deal will 
have no impact on the 
Barnett Formula, which 
determines how much 
money is distributed 
each year to the 
devolved administrations 
in Wales, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland. 

Under the agreement 
the Government struck 
with the DUP, Northern 
Ireland is to receive an 
extra £1 billion in state 
funding. 

Aberavon MP 
Stephen Kinnock asked 
Mr Cairns in a written 
question what 
discussions he has had 
with the Chancellor on 


Barnett consequential 
funding following the 
deal and what 
assessment he has made 
of the effect of Northern 
Ireland’s additional 
funding on the operation 
of the Barnett Formula. 

Mr Cairns said the 
procedure for funding 
the devolved 
administrations is set out 
in the Statement of 
Funding Policy. 

He told Mr Kinnock: 
“The Barnett Formula 
applies to changes in UK 
Government spend on 
devolved matters in 
England. 

“The decision to 
allocate extra resource to 
Northern Ireland has 
resulted in no change to 
UK Government spend 
in England and therefore 
there are no Barnett 
consequentials. 

“A new fiscal 
framework was agreed 
with the Welsh 
Government in 
December, 2016, which 
enhanced the Wales 
funding settlement.”

News from the colonies 
at the Fon-Mon Apiary 


DESPITE the very changeable weather, 
all of the colonies are very active. Every 
break in the weather sees the foragers 
leaving in droves, and pollen gathering is 
very much to the fore. 

I am feeding three colonies at present; two are 
swarms from earlier in the year, and the third colony 
is a very recent arrival. This is not a swarm, but was 
a well-developed colony taken a couple of weeks 
ago from inside a double built ship-lap fence. It was 
originally a swarm, and they had gained access to the 
inside area of the fence by way of a knot hole. 

By removing several planks, the entire comb was 
visible, as were thousands of busy bees. To facilitate 
their removal, the entire honeycomb had to be cut 
away from the woodwork. 

This comb, along with a vast number of bees, was 
placed into a large container and because the queen 
bee was in the container on the removed comb. 
Eventually, all of the colony followed suit. 

Lots of the foraging bees were, however, 
returning via the knot hole and congregating on the 


area previously occupied by the comb. 

How did we get these bees into the container? 
Although we did not see the queen bee, she was on 
one of the transferred combs in the container. 

If you have the queen, you will get all of the other 
bees. She signals her presence via a pheromone 
(chemical signal) and all of the colony members then 
become aware of her presence and location. 

With this signal to guide them, very soon all of the 
colony were one again. 

Removal was left until the evening, when all 
flying stops and the colony settle for the night. The 
entrance was closed up and the colony moved to 
Fon-Mon Apiary where, after a couple of days to 
settle and get used to their new location, they were 
transferred to a proper hive. 

They are now thriving and are looking good. A 
great deal of disruption, to be sure, but the colony 
has been saved instead of being destroyed. 

Time, knowledge and experience are the keys to a 
successful outcome in events such as this.

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A LIFE¬ 
SAVING 
defibrillator 
was 

presented to 
staff at a 
Cardiff care 
home this 
week. 

Ty Llandaff, 
a private 
nursing, 
residential and 
respite care 
home in 
Pontcanna, 
received the 
device from the 
Cardiff East 
Ambulance 
Service which 
is accessible for 
use in the local 
community. 

The 

defibrillator, 
when used 
within the first 
three to five 
minutes of a person suffering a 
sudden cardiac arrest, can 
increase a person’s chance of 
survival from, what is currently, 
less than five per cent to around 
70 per cent. 

After accepting the generous 
contribution from representatives 
from the Cardiff East Ambulance 
Service, who are based in 
Rumney, Ty Llandaff staff 
received training on how to use 
the defibrillator correctly in the 
event of a medical emergency. 

The device is very safe and can 
be used on any adult and on 
children aged one and over. It 
will not allow a shock to be given 
unless the heart rhythm requires 
it.

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mother! is bold, thought-provoking 

- AND INCREDIBLY DIVISIVE! 


J ENNIFER LAWRENCE is 
one of the most bankable 
stars working today, an 
actor who, it’s fair to say, has 
her pick of the projects open to 
her. 

While she’s dabbled in blockbuster 
territory with the Hunger Games and X- 
Men franchises, Lawrence has shown a 
willingness to work with more dramatic 
fare in films that, more often than not, 
trouble awards voters. 

Her latest film sees her team with the 
much-admired Darren Aronofsky (last 
seen tasking Russell Crowe with 
building a big boat in his apocalyptic 
Noah) as she plays the title character in 
mother! Opposite her is Javier Bardem 
as Him, and the pair play a couple who 
are renovating their secluded home. 
However, when a mysterious gentleman 
(played by Ed Harris) and then his 
equally mysterious wife (Michelle 
Pfeiffer) turn up at their door, it sets off 
a disturbing and bewildering series of 
events... 

Darren Aronofsky is a director who 
has the ability to wow and baffle in 
equal measure. While some of his films 
have taken the straight ahead approach 
(most notably The Wrestler), much of 
his work has come laced with 
idiosyncracy. 

With mother! Aronofsky is arguably 
at his most divisive and indolent; it’s a 
film that will split audiences completely 
down the middle with very little in the 
way of middle ground, but to these eyes 
it’s a film that, if you buy into it, will 
connect with you and resonate long 
after its conclusion. 

In a way, it’s indicative of modern- 
day cinema that this film has been met 
with such reactions - after all, we’re 
being slowly conditioned to process 
remakes, sequels, adaptations of books 



and other existing properties as the 
norm. Yet mother! is so wildly off-kilter, 
so far removed from the present filmic 
landscape that you can’t help but admire 
Aronofsky’s chutzpah and ambition to 
deliver something that falls way out of 
easy categorisation. 

It’s the sort of film it’s best to know 
as little as possible about before you go 
in. Once you’re in its unsettling 
embrace, it offers you two options - fall 
in line and be beguiled by the boldness 
or become frustrated with the lack of 
easy answers and explanations. If you 
find yourself in the latter camp, then fair 
enough. This isn’t a cinematic journey 
for the faint of heart, but if you’re in the 
former camp, then there’s plenty to 
become captivated by. 

As the film switches gears from dark 
comedy to psychological horror, to 
something else entirely, Aronofsky 
keeps it ticking along with sublime 
touches that leave you consistently 
unsettled. The heavy use of close-ups, 
the score that underplays by refusing to 
be too knowing and playing to type. 


Aronosfky conducts the camera - and 
the audience - with the majesty of a 
director in complete control. 

Equally, a sequence towards the end 
of the film - as things unravel far 
beyond what you may feel they are 
capable of doing - is delivered with 
such elan, such ferocious ambition, a 
tour-de-force of direction that is 
breathtaking. 

Having written the first draft of the 
screenplay in a five-day ‘fever dream’, 
Aronofsky’s themes and notions play 
smartly and subtly - there is religious 
allegory, the notion of the suffering 
artist making those around him suffer 
more, the role of the woman in the 
world, layers up on layers that build and 
expand throughout. 

It draws some wonderful 
performances from the cast; Jennifer 
Lawrence is superb as she runs through 
the gears. With scant back story offered 
up, Lawrence’s character is veers from 
being a victim to being the dominant 
force, her relationship with Javier 
Bardem’s writers-block afflicted Him 


running from cold shoulder to 
undoub^ted love; in a film where the 
narrative drive and point of view comes 
from her, Lawrence is fantastic in the 
role. 

Around her Bardem is a willing foil, 
shifty, somewhat nefarious but the film 
never paints him in broad strokes, while 
their original interlopers, Ed Harris and 
Michelle Pfeiffer are, by turns, strange 
and feisty, neatly tuned supporting roles 
that open the door for the madness to 
ensue. 

And madness certainly does ensue; to 
say that mother! follows a 
delineated narrative path 
would be an understatement, 
but Aronofsky wraps the film 
up in such a way that what 
he’s trying to say is more than 
clear. The journey there 
requires a strong will and 
won’t be to everyone’s taste, 
but you’ll be hard-pressed to 
find another film that is so 
unabashedly didactic, bold 
and thought-provoking. 

VERDICT: Divisive in the 
extreme, as many will be 
turned away by mother!"^ 
twisted and unorthodox 
execution as those who will 
find plenty to delight and 
ruminate in its layered 
narrative. Compelling and 
energised, Darren Aronofsky 
has made a film that is 
designed to get a reaction. 

That reaction is entirely up to 
the viewer, but it’s an 
uncompromising and hugely 
original piece of work with 
some strong performances. 

Highly recommended.

You can start picking 
the outer leaves 
sparingly from mid 
November. 

Rocket - an easy-to- 
grow crop which adds a 
lovely peppery flavour 
to salads. The younger 
leaves are milder, more 
tender and palatable 
and you can start 
picking from about four 
weeks after you have 
sowed the seed. 

Spinach - perpetual 
spinach makes an 
excellent ‘cut and come 
again’ crop that will 
produce loads of tasty 
leaves throughout the 


winter which you can 
cook or use as a salad 
leaf. If you live in an 
area that has substantial 
frost you may think 
about protecting the 
crown of the plant with 
straw. 

Sowing seeds is 
easy: just fill your 
containers with 

compost, scatter the 
seeds thinly with about 
l-2cm between them 
and then cover with a 
thin layer of compost 
(about 5-10mm) and 
water with a fine spray. 

Don’t forget to water 
regularly - plants still 
need water in winter, 
just not so much - but 


try to avoid watering 
before a frost. Winter 
crops grow slower so 
they don’t need too 
much feed, but a little 
bit would help produce 
a good yield. 

Position your pots in 
a sheltered spot to keep 
them out of the wind, 
and make sure they are 
easy to reach so that 
harvesting is hassle 
free. 

Harvest your home¬ 
grown greens by 
picking the outer leaves 
first, so that the inner 
leaves remain for plant 
re-growth.

European food chain and 
just six per cent in the 
global chain, fewer than 
one in every 10 people. 

Almost three quarters 
(72 per cent) believe 
there to be an issue with 
food fraud in the UK, 
with one fifth also 
believing that they have 
personally experienced it 
(20 per cent). 

Hearing about high 
profile cases of 
fraudulent food in the 
media, such as the horse 
meat scandal in 2013, is 
the most common cause 
of reduced confidence in 
over half of consumers 
(55 per cent). 

The NEU Mutual 
Eood Eraud Report 2017, 
published on September 
7, also found that in 
Wales and the south 
west, takeaways are the 
least trusted type of food 
outlet (44 per cent) 
followed by online (21 
per cent) and artisan food 
markets (16 per cent). 

The least trusted 
product types are 
processed foods (37 per 
cent), red meat (19 per 
cent) and supplements 
(14 per cent). 

Commenting on the 
report, Erank Woods, 
retail sector specialist at 
NEU Mutual, said: 
“There has never been a 
more important time for 
tackling food fraud and 


getting regulation right 
as we plan to leave the 
European Union, but 
Government proposals 
for where we will get our 
food from are already 
under tough scrutiny 
from industry and 
consumers alike, with 
concerns over quality. 

“Producers are under 
immense pressure to 
offset price rises caused 
by the weakened value of 
sterling and higher 
import costs, squeezing 
already tight budgets and 
resources and potentially 
cornering them into 
using cheaper global 
suppliers that may be 
more vulnerable to 
fraud.” 

He continued: “Much 
of the industry is 
addressing this by 
changing its supply 
strategy and supporting 
British producers - likely 
to be popular with a 
majority of consumers 
who want to support 
local businesses on home 
soil.” 

The NEU Mutual 
Eood Eraud report, which 
is designed to understand 
challenges facing 

businesses working 
across the ‘field to fork’ 
supply chain, explores 
attitudes and influencers 
of trust, perceived blame, 
impact upon behaviour 
and awareness of food 
crime. 

The report includes 
viewpoints and advice 
from major industry 
bodies including the 
British Retail 

Consortium, Eood and 
Drink Eederation, British 
Hospitality Association 
and National Earmers 
Retail & Markets 
Association.

luiucalion, inspiration and opportunities for life 
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Probus enjoys a 
taste of Downton 


I N the early 1880s, Cadoxton, 
Merthyr Dylan and east Barry 
were small villages on the 
south Wales coast - but very soon 
the lives of residents would 
change forever. 

With the arrival of 3,000 navvies in 
1884, quickly followed by many other 
trades and their families, an adequate 
supply of water was a major concern. 

Drinking water came mainly from 
springs and wells, or from pumps 
strategically placed around the district. 
Wells would often be contaminated by 
leaking cesspools, which also drained into 
rivers, brooks and streams. The public 
water pumps were supplied from the 
small, old and leaky Cadoxton Reservoir 
at Pencoedtre with another in east Barry, 
just above the old iron church where St 
Paul’s Church would later be built. 

Mention of ‘springs’ brought back 
distant childhood memories from the 
1940s and beyond. As young boys cutting 
bows and arrows at Porthkerry, we had 
access to cool, clear running water from 
two such wells. The first was by the 
brook, in the fields below Salisbury Road 
allotments and the other was alongside the 
brook running from the Millwood to 
Porthkerry, where the first car park is now 
situated. 

The 1875 Public Health Act had 
stipulated that all new sewers were 
publicly owned by the Local Board and all 
new housing must have self-contained 
sanitation and water services. 

As so often happened, it was 
enterprising businessmen who could see 
that this most basic of human needs would 
not be satisfied by existing supplies. In 
1886, The ‘Barry and Cadoxton Gas and 
Water Company’ was incorporated, to 
supply water and gas to Barry, Cadoxton- 
juxta-Barry, Highlight, Sully, Merthyr 
Dyfan, Wenvoe and Porthkerry. Work did 


not begin straight away because the 
district was deemed to be ‘too scattered’. 
Initially, the directors hoped to find water 
near ‘Goldsland’, just to the west of 
Wenvoe Castle, but with no success, they 
retained Cardiff engineer JAB Williams. It 
was this man who reported that Biglis 
would be the best available source of 
water, and the rest is history. 

By September 1889, the Barry and 
Cadoxton Gas and Water Company Bill 
had passed through both Houses of 
Parliament and received Royal Assent. 

With chairman Fred Davis JP of 
Ferndale (a director of the Docks and 
Railway Company), TA Walker the 
contractor who built the Docks, and other 
influential directors from Cardiff, the only 
Barry board member who was a director 
was Lewis Williams, and he too was a 
Cardiff man. 

They may not have begun extracting 
water, but they secured the rights to supply 
these basic services fully two years before 
the Local Board was set up in 1888. 

By then, the first Medical Officer of 
Health, Dr George Neale, recorded that the 
population was already about 10,000 with 
little chance of existing supply meeting the 
daily needs. 

Soon after the Docks opened in July 
1889, readers of the Barry Dock News 
were complaining that the water taps on 
Barry Road were often not working and 
the water pump at the bottom of Vere 
Street was only accessible by wading 
through 9 inches of mud. 

It should be remembered that roads 
were unmade and nothing by way of 
infrastructure had yet been established. 

John Aird & Sons of London began 
sinking a well at Biglis in the autumn of 
1889 and within a month they were down 
20 feet with a walled and secured 7.5 feet 
girth. The ‘spring’ was already sending up 
250,000 gallons of water a day, by means 
of a temporary 12 inch steam pump. 
Initially through soil, then marl stone 


followed by limestone, the work became 
more arduous the lower they went and 
though they hoped to reach 80/90 feet, 
they had to settle on just 30. Hampered at 
depth by water continually building up all 
around them, it was then they heard the 
legend of the ‘Bottomless Pit’. Horses had 
been swallowed up and even a furniture 
van had been ‘gulped’ into this void, but 
an old estate map revealed a very large 
pool, thereby explaining the phenomenon. 

By December, fine quality water was 
being pumped, slightly ‘harder’ than 
Cardiff received from the Llanishen 
springs, but ‘softer’ than that from the 
wells at Ely. The water was classified 
‘hard’, because it came from a well sunk 
in ‘magnesian limestone’. As a temporary 
measure, mains were connected to the 
existing reservoir at Pencoedtre, pumping 
water into the original tank as well as a 
new one. 

The danger in constructing wells was 
highlighted when foreman ‘sinker’ 

William Prior lost his life at the site of the 
new reservoir. He was being lowered into 
a deep well and was immediately 
overcome by foul air, causing him to fall 
to the bottom. 

With professional divers unwilling to 
risk their lives, it was only after two days 
of pumping air into the depths that two 
men named Porter and Clark were able to 
descend and recover the body in 15 feet of 
water. 

By March 1890, all pipes from the well 
at Biglis to east Barry via Cadoxton and 
Barry Dock were now charged with water 
and the waterpillars and pumps in 
Cadoxton were switched off, leaving 
residents to apply for water to be laid on 
from the new mains. 

They next began erecting permanent 
buildings at the site with engines, boilers 
and pumps to satisfy demand for years to 
come.

“Vocational and academic training opportunities 
are equally important in providing the skilled 
workforce we need and it was a pleasure to meet the 
80-plus workforce at the Mint who trained there.”

ASA 
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Re-dedication of 
Fred Dunn Gates 
on September 29 


AS part of the project to re¬ 
furbish the Cowbridge Athletic 
Club gates, funded by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, 
Cowbridge Town Council and 
private donations, the 
opportunity has been taken to 
incorporate a brass tablet 
commemorating those 

members who lost their lives in 
conflict. 

In the First World War, five 
members died, including three brothers 
of the Dunn family. Frank and Jack 
were killed in skirmishes with Turkish 
troops at Suvla Bay in 1915 and Hugh 
drowned while swimming in the 
Monnow in 1916. 

Albert Gibbs and Harold Moynan 
both died at Ypres in 1916 and 1917 
respectively. 

The Second World War was 
responsible for the loss of three 
members, John Gwyn and George Pratt 
were killed in the advance through 
Italy; Roy Watts died in an aeroplane 
accident in 1941. 

All of the above were primarily 
cricketers but the loss of Captain 
Thomas Clarke of the Army Air Corps 
in Afganistan was felt particularly by 
the rugby fraternity, where Thomas 
was a popular member and is much 
missed. 

The Fred Dunn Gates 

Having lost three brothers in the 
First World War, Fred Dunn 
determined that as far as possible, the 
terrible effects of the conflict would 
not stop the revival of the Cowbridge 
Athletic Club. 

Fred had been captain of the cricket 
club before the war and on returning to 


civilian life he led a small, but 
dedicated, group which revived the 
club. 

By 1921 they had made sufficient 
progress that the club members 
presented Fred with a gold cigarette 
case in gratitude. 

Fred continued his service to the 
club, acting as secretary and then 
president. Fred died in 1960 and in 
1962 the memorial gates were erected. 
The-then chairman, Edward John was 
reported as having said that Fred Dunn 
was the difference between the club 
surviving and prospering or never re¬ 
opening after the First World War. 

The gates were originally facing the 
road from Westgate but were 
repositioned to allow the road to the 
leisure centre to be built. 

The refurbishment has been 
undertaken by Ross Smith of Anvil 
Forge in Pontypool. 

The event on the morning of Friday, 
September 29 will begin at 11am with 
short talks in the Pavilion. The first by 
the Glamorgan CCC archivist Dr 
Andrew Hignell, who will discuss the 
effect of the First World War on sport 
and the second by Jeffrey Bird, the 
president of the Cricket Club focusing 
on the Dunn story. 

At 11.50am there will be a Service 
of Dedication of the new memorial 
then The Rt Hon Alun Cairns MP, 
Secretary of State for Wales, will 
officially re-open the gates. 

The Cowbridge Athletic Club 
extends an invitation to everyone who 
might like to attend. Light 
refreshments will be served in the 
Pavilion after the ceremonies.

Vale of Glamorgan Senior 
Football League Round Up 


The Vale football league was hit by major 
disruption this weekend with a number of 
the games at the Buttrills Fields 
abandoned due to the deluge of rain that 
came on at kick off. 

Barry Saints vs SP Billy, Cadoxton Imps vs 
Cardiff Airport, Tynewydd vs Sully Sports, BRT 
Dynamos vs Barry Albion and Cwm Talwg vs 
Cadoxton Athletic were all abandoned due to 
waterlogged pitches. 

However, there were a handful of games played 
elsewhere around the Vale, Llantwit Major 
maintained their 100 per cent start in Division Two 
while ending Cadoxton Barry’s own perfect start 
with a big 4-0 away win over the leaders coming into 
the weekend. 

St Athan B picked up their first three points of the 
campaign to follow on from last week’s draw, as they 
dispatched Island Marine B 2-1, Vale Madrid 
continued their winning run and went top with a 3-0 
victory over bottom club Glenbrook, and AFC 
Rhoose B hammered BV 5-0 to go fifth. 

Only one game survived in Division One as 
Cogan Cornonation came away with the bragging 
rights in their derby game with Penarth Town B, a 3- 
1 scoreline giving the home side the win. 

Due to SWFA Cup games there was also only a 
sole Premier Division games played as league 
leaders Barry Athletic strengthened their position 
with a 4-2 triumph over Cowbridge Town. 

The result sends Athletic six points clear, albeit 
having played two games more than second place, 
while Cowbridge go bottom on goal difference but 
are still only three points off second, to highlight 
how close the league is.

1952 CRICKET SCORECARD 
GIVES A FASCINATING 
GLIMPSE OF PAST TIMES 


Cricket matches 
that were played 66 
years ago are of 
limited interest, 
even to those who 
follow the game 
with fanatical zeal. 

However a Glamorgan 
scorecard has just come 
to light that has a strong 
local connection. It 
records the game 
between Glamorgan and 
Worcestershire, played at 
Cardiff Arms Park on 
Saturday, Monday and 
Tuesday, August 30 to 
September 2, in 1952. 

What makes the event 
interesting to Cowbridge 
cricket followers is that 
batting at No 6 in the 
home side, on debut, was 
one John Anthony 
Davies. 

Having scored heavily 
for Cowbridge and the 
Glamorgan Second XI, 
the elegant right-handed 
batsman was given his 
chance to show his worth 
in first class cricket. 

As things turned out 
John made just 11 and 0 
as Glamorgan 

succumbed to the wiles 
of Reg Perks and Roly 
Jenkins. 

John never played for 
Glamorgan again. It was 
not that he was not good 
enough. Many judges 
had seen the Cowbridge 
player as a future stalwart 
of the county side but 
instead he decided to 
follow a career in 
banking with the 
Midland Bank where he 
rose to occupy a number 
of senior positions. 

Glamorgan’s loss was 
to be Cowbridge’s gain 
as ‘ JA’ continued to score 


heavily, take wickets 
with his leg breaks, 
captain the club for 14 
seasons and eventually 
end up as president. 

Elsewhere in the 
scorecard it records that 
the hours of play were 
11.30 am to 7pm, with 
lunch at 2pm to allow the 
city centre workers an 
hour’s play at lunchtime 
and after work. 

The names of the 
Glamorgan team, none 
now still alive, records 
that nine of the 11 were 
Welsh. 

Emrys Davies ‘the 
rock’ opened with the 
elegant Test cricketer 
Gilbert Parkhouse. The 
diminutive Phil Clift 
batted at three, the 
skipper Wilf Wooller 
came in at four, in all 
likelihood three places 
too high but that was 
Wilf! 

The other Test cap, all 
rounder Alan Watkins 
followed, then JA and 
fellow youngster Bernard 
Hedges, like JA 
originally from 

Pontypridd. 

Muncer followed (a 
wonderful import from 
Middlesex) then came a 
rather flamboyant tail 
comprising the wicket 
keeper Haydn Davies, the 
other non-Welsh 

cricketer, Norman Hever, 
whose career had begun 
at Northants and a certain 
D J Shepherd bringing up 
the rear. 

Don Shepherd opened 
the bowling in those days 
before converting to the 
off breaks and cutters that 
would establish his 
reputation. 

All in all it was a very 


competent XI, 

Glamorgan have fielded a 
lot worse before and 
since. The sharp-eyed 
might wonder, where 
were the overseas 
players, kolpaks and the 
like? 

The answer is 
nowhere, it would be 15 
years before they were 
welcomed into the county 
game. 

It was still a game of 
amateurs and 

professionals in 1952. 

The two categories 
were distinguished in the 
scorecard by the placing 
of their initials, the 
amateurs accorded theirs 
being placed before their 
name, the professionals 
having theirs after. 

It brought about the 
famous announcement 
concerning Fred Titmus, 
a future test cricketer and 
Middlesex player. As 
Fred walked to the wicket 
on his Lord’s debut it was 
announced “For F J 
Titmus please read 
Titmus F J”. 


From this egalitarian 
age you might wonder 
what planet this sort of 
nonsense was played out 
on. Yet this was early 
1950s Britain, a very 
different planet indeed. 

The front part of the 
scorecard lists the 
Glamorgan fixtures for 
the season. You have to 
know that the county did 
not own a ground at that 
time and relied on the 
goodwill of clubs to 
provide venues. 

What a journey around 
south Wales the fixture 
list provided! Most of 
the matches were played 
at the two main grounds 
at Cardiff and St Helen’s 
at Swansea but first class 
cricket landed up at 
Llanelli, Neath, Ebbw 
Vale, Rodney Parade at 
Newport as well. 

It is sad that these sort 
of venues and indeed 
Cowbridge may have 
said their farewells to 
first class cricket. 

Playing away was 
clearly a similar 


adventure. Kent were 
met at Gravesend, 
Lancashire at Preston 
and Gloucestershire at 
Gloucester, presumably 
at the prosaically named 
Wagon Works ground. 

Coastal venues were 
popular as Hull, 
Westcliff-on-Sea, 
Bournemouth and 

Weston-super-Mare all 
welcomed the Welshmen. 

Of course, many of the 
1952 matches were 
played at venues we 
recognise today but the 
diverse nature of these 
‘outgrounds’ must have 
brought some interesting 
aspects to the games they 
staged. 

The bottom of the 
scorecard has a barely 
readable notice. It says 
simply ‘D Brown and 
Sons Ltd, Printers, 
Cowbridge, Glam’, 
another local connection 
as the twins, Alan and 
Neil Brown were great 
contributors to 

Cowbridge cricket.
